The rfian In the Moon Is due for 
a blackout tomorrow night. 

The eclipse will be the only one 
visible in Canada this year, acc- 
cordlng to Dr. J. A. Pearce at the 
Dominion Astrophysics! Observa¬ 
tory, Little Saanich Mountain. 

The first contact of the eclipse 
will occur at 8.54 with the posi¬ 
tion of the moon 48 degrees east 
of Its north pole. The last contact 
will be at 18 minutes past mid¬ 
night with It, position 77 degrees 
west of the moon’s north pole. 

The middle of the eclipse will be 
at 10.36, at which time more than 
99 per cent of the moon's surface 
will be cut off by the earth’s sha-
